Before leap-
ing into the water the mother and child
wept bitterly, then kissed and embraced,
and died lockod in each other's arms, having
struggled fiercely with tho fishermen who
strove to rescue them. .

Proposed Tax on Trading-nouse-s.

Berlin, Sept. 11. Dr. Miguel, Minister
of Finance, proposes a graduated tax on
large trading-house- s. Houses whose busi-
ness yields less than 1,500 marks yearly will
bo exempt from taxation. All others will
bo divided into four classes, according to
the amount of business done each year,
viz.: first class, from 1,500 to 4.000 marks;
second, from 4.000 to '20.000 marks: third,
from 20,000 to 00.000 marks, and fourth, from
00,000 marks upward. '

Australian Strikers Weakening, .

Melbourne, Sept. 11. The strikers in
the shipping trado are weakening. Tho
military forco which has been guarding the
property of the employers will be reduced,
as the presence of such a largo number of
troops is considered no longer necessary.
The twenty-fou- r seamen who were arrested
yesterday for refusing to work with non-
union men have been released and have re-
turned to duty. -

SouthamptoD Dockmen Quit Work With-

out the Sanction of Their Union.

Advised by Leader Burns and Others to Accept

the Terms Offered and Give Up the
Fight Revolution in Switzerland.

STRUCK "WITHOUT AUTHORITY.

Southampton Dockmen Acted nastily They
Offer to Return to Work.

Southampton, Sept 11. The strikers
here are more quiet to-da-y, and no riotous
demonstrations have been made. The po-

lice authorities have issued an order forbid-
ding the holding of processions, and the
leaders of the strikers have promised to seo
that it is obeyed. At a conference of strik-
ers this afternoon it was decided to return
to work on the concession o lie red a fort-
night ago. In an interview after the con-

ference one of the dockmen's leaders named
McCarthy said that the fact that the strike
had been begun without the authority of
the London executive council precluded
the hope of success. The dockers had been
warned against precipitate action, but they
chose to disregard that advice. The execu-
tive committee had telegraphed that no
aid would bo sent to striking dockers,
and that if thoy continued tho striko
they must rely upon local aid.
McCarthy strongly condemned the South-
ampton union for acting against this ad-
vice. John Hums arrived here this even-
ing from London with further instructions
from the executive committee regarding
the handling of the strike. The deoision of
the conference to resume work is fiercely
opposed by a strong minority of the strikers
and tho tinal decision, has been postponed
until to-morro- w. Tire concession means a
risoof a penny an hour. The question of
employing non-unio- n men is left open.

At a mass-meetin- g of strikers to-nig- ht

Mr. McCarthy and other speakers empha-
sized the fact that the men were now able
to resume work without being subjected to
any punishment, and that their re-
turn would not involve a loss of
dignity or prestige on the part of
the union. It would be an act of folly,
the speakers held, for the men to continue
to throw themselves against cold steel. It
was better to lose a small battle now than
a greater ono hereatter. It is expected
that the inllnence of Mr. Burns will smooth
away the irritation that still exists and
secure the return of all the men.

The dock company has managed to havo
all perishable cargoes unloaded. This and
other work that was urgently necessary
has been done by the men whom the com-pau- y

rotained in tho docks. Blacklegs"
were not employed. The troops are still in
attendance at the docks, but their services
are not needed.

ln the event of the Southampton strike
continuing another week several steamship
companies, it is announced, will ceaae to
make Southampton their terminus. Tho
loss of patronage thus resulting will pro-ve- nt

any dividend being declared on tht
dock shares for nine years to come. The
shares are already unsalable. Ship-owne- rs

are wiring their agents to send homeward-boun- d

vessels to other ports.
Tho Morning Post compares tho South-

ampton striko with the great strikes at
Pittsburg and Chicago, which resulted in
disaster to life and .property. The writer
attributes the violence of tho American
strikers to the severity of measures adopted
to repress them. Tho authorities are much
readier to adopt summary and harsh treat-
ment than the English are. There is really
better feeling between the classes here
than in America, and it results in cool and
humane conduct on tho part of those in
power.

REVOLT IN SWITZERLAND.

Officials of the Canton ofTlcIno Rise Against
the Federal Gorernmeut.

Berne, Sept. IL A revolution has broken
out in the canton of Ticino, owing to a dif-
ference of opinion regarding the revision of
the Constitntion. Three members of the
cantonal government havo been imprisoned,
one has beenilled with a revolver and tho
others have tied. The federal government
has sent two battalions to the scene.

GENERAL FOREIGN KEWS.

Guatemalan Authorities Now Claim Ilarrun--.
dia Was Killed in Self-Defens- e.

City of Mexico. Sept. 11. According to
advices received hero of the shooting of
General Barrundia on board the American
steamship Acapulco at St. Jose do Guate-
mala, Captain Pitts, of the Acapulco, has
made a declaration which the Guatemalan
authorities claim completely justifies their
action. Mr. Mizner, the American minis-
ter, the authorities say, was consulted as
an act of courtesy only. The dispatches
above mentioned further say that when
Captain Toriello and Captain Pitts read to
Barrundia tho 'order for his delivery to tho
Guatemalan authorities Barrundia asked
permission to change his clothes, which
was granted. Turning away Barrundia
suddenly grasped two revolvers and tired
on Toriello, Pitts and the policeman, who
in return fired on Barrundia, killing him.
Captain Pitts had taken the precaution of
ordering the passengers to withdraw.'
Otherwise some of them would have un-
doubtedly been hit by the bullets from
Baxxundia's pistols.

Mexico Does Not Want War.
City of Mexico, Sept. 11. Tho reports

of the probability of war between Guate-
mala and Mexico aro unfounded. President
Diaz said to the Associated Press reporter
to-da- y: ,4I want no war. I want peace. I
want to see Mexico prosper in peace."
Secretary of Foreign A flairs Mariscal eaid
he did believe in war and that Guatemala
wanted peace to further her industries.
Manuel Diegnez, the Guatemalan minister
here, discussing the war question, referred
to a former conversation in which he said
that Guatemala had reason to feel grateful
toward Mexico for tho perfect neutrality
she observed, and for having suppressed
the intended revolution of the late General
Barrundia. The press hero unanimously
attacks the United States government's
action in the Barrundia affair.

Panio In Southern Russia.
London, Sept. 11. A dispatch to tho

News from Odessa says a veritable panio
prevails among the southern Russian grain
exporters, owing to the unprecedented rapid
rise in the valuo of roubles. For the lirst
time in fourteen years exchange on London
is quoted at 7 roubles. GO kopecks. ' The
wholo Russian export trade is demoralized.
Though the harvest will bo good there is no
doubt that the season will close with a gen-
eral crash. Two southern exporters havo
already failed. Smaller producers are suf-
fering severely owing to the low price at
which they are compelled to sell. Tho gov-
ernment policy of raising the tariff is sui-
cidal.

Friction's Remains.
Copenhagen, Sept, 11. Mr. Clark E.

Can, tho United States minister, and other
members of the American legation left for
Stockholm this evening to be present at tho
ceremonies attending thereception of Capt.
Ericsson's b"dy. The United States steamer
Baltimore, which is conveying the body to
Stockholm, arrived at Gothenburg on the
morning of Sept. 9.

The Baltimore, with the remains of Erica-eo- n
aboard, passed Bornholin island this

morning. Sho is expected to arrive at
Stockholm to-morr- opening. The. exer-
cises attending the formal reception of tho
remains havo been iixed for 2 o'clock Sun-
day afternoon.

Defeated by the Sultan of Morocco.
Tangier. Sept. 11. The Sultan of

Morocco's forces havo had a battle with
Zemmoners, in which the latter were de-
feated with heavy loss. The Zemmoners
were taken by surprise and were complete-
ly ronted. Their famous chief, Ohammon
was captured by the Sultan's corps.

Her home was at Lansdowne, Fa.,
where sh lived with an old aunt who was
very unkind to her. The aunt would not
allow her to go out nor receive any com-
pany. A commercial traveler, Charles
Miece, whom aho had seen for a year pass
the house, made her acquaintance
and gave her presents of candy and
llowers. The aunt went to Phila-
delphia. Charles appeared and offered to
take Anna to New York and marry her.
One month ago she came to this city with
him. They put up at a hotel in tho lower
part of tho city for threo days. On the
third day Miece gave her saying ho
would be back in the morning. He
did not come back. The $50 was soon
spent, and last Tuesday and Wednesday
she did not have any thing to eat. Tuesday
night she was sitting in Union-squar- e

Park when two men accosted her and in-
vited her to supper. Instead of going to a
restaurant they took her through a side
door into a saloon. There they gave
her a glass of beer, which must havo
been drugged. For an honr and a
half after she was unconscious.

TVDEIU2 SCAU'EUS EXIST NOT.

Stringent Laws Against Ticket-Brokin- g In
England and Canada.

Chicago Post
"I have said that they have no ticket-scalpe-rs

in England or Canada. The reason
is tho governments there undertake to ad-
minister and enforce their own laws. They
do not depend on the railroads to prosecute
offenders, nor do they even commit tho
work to interstate-commerc- o commissions.
A policeman in any town in Canada will
run in a ticket-scalp- er just as quickly as he
will a hor6c-thie- f or a house-breake- r, and
every man so arrested is prosecuted
at the government's expense, 'so that
the railroads have nothing to do
with the matter in any way. If a police-
man sees one man sell a ticket to another
on the street he arrests them both. I have
myself seen tho thing done. Not very long
ago I had occasion to visit Toronto, and I
had business to transact with a gentleman
from Montreal, who had appointed to meet
mo . there for the purpose. ' When I got
there I did not find him as I expected, and
waited till I got tired for him to come
along. At last it struck me that he might
be waiting : to hear of my arrival there be-
fore leaving Montreal, and I accordingly
telegraphed him that 1 was there and if he
wanted to see me to come along. Still I
waited and did not hear from him. I found
afterward that before my message had
reached his office he had left for Kingston,
but it was sent after bim and be received
it there. He tolegraphed me that ho would
1 in Toronto by tho next train. I waited,
but still he did not come. At last I re-
ceived a note from him telling me he had
been arrested for trying to sell his ticket
and was in tlm lock-u- p, and could not be
bailed out till the morning. In Kingston
he had met a friend who was going to
Montreal, and as he was coming to To-
ronto and could not use tho return
portion of the ticket from Kingston
to Montreal he proposed to let his
friend have it. His friend said he did not
want him to give it to him, but would buy
it from him at tho regular rate. An officer
happened along and saw the ticket and
money pass between them and he ran them
both in, and they had to remain over night,
for bail can only be given in the regular,
formal way thero, and the magistrate would
not leave his house to go and open court
and take bail from them. Wo have no such
ways of doing business here. If we had it
would be easy to get rid of the scalpers,
but the law has provided no special means
for their detection and prosecution. What
is everybody's business is nobody's busi-
ness, and the railroads won't go to the ex-
pense and annoyance of prosecuting them.

TOE EOS1AX DONATION.

Its Amount Shown to Have Been Consider-
ably Exaggerated.

Indiana Medical Journal.
Dr. William Lomax, of Marion, Ind., has

donated his estate, consisting of his resi-
dence and a farm of 1C0 acres, to the Medical
College of Indiana. Tho appraised valuo
of the estate, as it appears on tho tax dupli-
cate of (Jrant county, is as follows, viz.:
Residence, $4,075; farm, 3,SS0; total value,
$8,355; on which there is an annual tax of
$173.50. viz., tax on residence, $90.C2; on
farm, 65.83. It is stipulated in the dona-
tion that the residenco shall not pass into
the possession of the college until the death
of Dr. Lomax and his wife, during which
time the college must pay all taxes, $100 a
year for necessary repairs, and $14200 annu-
ally to Dr. Lomax. Careful estimates by
disinterested parties living in Marion, and
therefore competent to judgo of the value
of the estate, place its cash value at not
exceediug $ii5,000, viz., residence 15,000.
farm $10,000. As the farm is tho only part
of the estate that can be turned into
money at this time, it appears that
the college will have to pay $1,303
annually for the nse of $10,000, or nearly
14 per cent, interest There is no
excuse for the exaggerated statements that
have been sent out regarding tho value of
the donation. The above figures, as stated,
were obtained from disinterested parties,
and may be relied upon as approximately
correct. Dr. Lomax has always been to the
front in advocacy of a higher standard of
medical education, and his action in dis-
posing of his estate before his death, to en-do- wn

a medical college, is eminently praise-
worthy and consistent with his long and
useful professional life.

INDIAN HOME RULE.

Movement In the East to Cut JLoose from
. British Imperialism.

'The home-rul- e movement in India," John

M. Blackwell, a resident of Calcutta, re-
marked in tho Palmer House this morning,
"is. so far a9 outward demonstration is con-
cerned, unworthy of notice if it is notice-
able at all. But to the keen, interested ob-
server there is discernible beneath tho sur-
face a growing discontent with the existing
order of things, and a desiro for the privi-
lege and right of self-governme-

nt. And
as the march of education continues
this discontent and desire advance with
equal pace. The rule of England is, per-
haps, as benignant and satisfactory as that
of any other foreign government would be:
but it is thn fact that government that is
foreign chafes. Discussions are to be heard
in the homes of tho natives by any one who
takes tho pains to listen. . There in nothing
concealed about them, as if those partici-
pating were either ashamed or afraid of
giving vent to their views in public;
they simply do not really know their
power and look upon the achievement
of so great an object as self-governme- nt as
beyond the power of their grasp. As time
goes on, however, the mntterings of the
storm will increase until at last it will
burst forth with all the impetuosity of a
powerful and well-directe- d movement. I
don't anticipate any civil war or any vio-
lence, simply a legitimate-- agitation, fol-
lowed by an exhibition of strength, and
then a demand. And that demand will not
be refused. When home rule shall have
been obtained separation will follow, but
of that it is too early to speak."

Speaker Keed's
reputation for honesty is as high among bis
old neighbors as his reputation for sim-
plicity and economy is well established.

In all the heated campaigns which ho has
been through in this district his honesty
has never been assailed byanv reputabloor
responsible opponent. Theliguresarid con-
ditions of the contest in the district are a
complete refutation of the assertion that
tho majority was bonght, even if Mr. Keed's
well-know- n honestjr and equally well-kno- wn

lack of riches were Dot of them-
selves a sufficient refutation. The Kepub-
lican vote came out and tho Democrats
staid at home. The Republicans bad been
roused by a thorough canvass with such
able speakers as Lodge, McKinley, Green
halge.

It has not been
commonly understood heretofore that any
lerson thus summoned is at liberty to laugh
at the commissioner's mandate ami thiour
it upon the street aa contemptuously as if
it were the dodger that a corner fafcir has '

thrust into his hand.
When the public once understand, as

Judge Nelfon docs, that the federal com-
missioner has not even tho authority f a
Justice of the peace in the matterof prelim-
inary examinations, it will, of cours ba
practically impossible for the commissioner
to count upon doing anything nt a detinito
time. For even if wituesses were disposed
to testify, each may under this decision

KING GEORGE OF GREECE.

The Danish Monarch Who Rules the Classic
Land Persecuted by a Beauty.

Periodically the statement is made that

the Danish King George of Greece is about
to abdicate and seek happiness in other
channels than in directing the affairs of a
nation which looks upon him more or less
in the light of an interloper.

If he has a trace of the
worldly wisdom (not to say avarice) of his
father, the king of Denmark, he will not
be in a hurry to relinquish tho honors and
emoluments of tho Grecian throne.

A story of the persecution of King
George, when ho was at Aix. recently, by
professional beauties who had not the tal-
ent to conceal their art, is related: One of
them hired the liat near his lodgmgt and a
piano. ' Her musical education had been
neglected. I3ut she know how to play tho
Greek 113-in-

n. Whenever his Majesty re-
turned from the baths she struck it up. If
there is an air tho King hates more than
another it is that one. He has had to listen
to it many times every day, at Athens, for
twenty-seve- n years. Wheneverlhe goes to
a Casino, concert or opera, the orchestra
gives him several bars. In 6hort, it is to
him so fearfully hackneyed that it gets on
his nerves if, when it is being played, he
cannot think of something else, and thus
shut it out from his ears. But
the professional beauty stumbled, and so
got involved 111 false notes that he could
not be deaf to her performance. He lost his
temper over and over again and sent mes-
sage after message to the landlord to beg
that he would silence her pianoforte. This
the landlord feared to do, as the lady spent
money far more freely than tho potentate
and drew to the hotel rich fools who paid
for poor champagne as though it were
Widow Clicquot's best.

In disposition and manner they
are at utter variance with the sunny, gen
ial nature that won as much love as respect
for the famous soldier.

stately women, loving travel, study, and
live rather secluded from society. Miss M ary
Lee has a reputation for extreme haughti-
ness even among the most passionate South-
ern admirers of the late general. With a
proud, calm face, and great repose of bear-
ing, sho rarely expresses interest in any
place or person. She dresses very plainly,
assumes to no special dignity of position,
and impresses strangers as more anxious to
be let alone than to have attentions shown
her.
